Sugar group says quota auction 
proposal would hurt Florida 


Auctioning off a portion 
of the U.S. sugar quota 
would be “very detrimen- 
tal" to the role Florida 
plays as the cente? of 
trade and commerce for 
the Caribbean Basin, 
according to a representa- 
tive of the CBI Sugar 
Group, composed of the 
sugar industries of 14 
Caribbean and Central 
American countries. 

Ed Graves, Washington 


representative for the CBI - 


Sugar Group, said sugar 
is generally the first or 
second most important 
commodity in terms of 
jobs and'hard currency for 
the 14 countries repre- 
sented in the CBI Sugar 
Group. Any quota that is 
auctioned off would be 
taken away from current 
quota-holding countries, 
including those in the 
Caribbean and Central 
America. 

“If you auction off any 
portion of the quota, it 
does direct damage to thé 
economic and social well 


being of these 14 coun- 
tries, because they cur- 
tently receive about 36 
percent of the quota," said 
Graves. "That, in turn, 
will do harm to the econo- 
my of Florida because it is 
the center of trade and 
commerce for the whole 
region.” 

The CBI Sugar Group 
spokesman also said such 
a proposal would cause 
foreign policy problems for 
the United States with the 
39 countries which partic- 
ipate in the U.S. sugar 
quota programi, and espe- 
cially for the countries of 
the Caribbean . and 
Central America. 

“These are not wealthy 
countries, and sugar trade 
with the United States is 
vital to their economies,” 
said Graves. “It is far bet- 
ter that the United States 
maintain the sugar trade 
rather than sending mas- 
sive amounts of foreign 
aid. the countries involved 
would certainly prefer 
trade to aid.” 
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He pointed out that 
many of the Caribbean 
and Central American 
countries either began or 
expanded sugar produc- 
tion after Castro took over 
Cuba and the U.S. 
imposed an economic boy- 
cott. “The U.S. govern- 
ment’ encouraged its 
southern neighbors to pro- 
duce sugar to offset the 
loss of Cuban sugar,” said 
Graves: 

“The Caribbean Basin 
countries did just that and 
have been reliable suppli- 
ers ever since. To take 
away their quota at this 
point would be a serious 
breach of faith by the U.S: 
governnient."

industries belong to the 
CBI Sügar Group include 
Barbados, Belize, Costa 


Rica, :the Dominican 
Republic, El Salvador, 
Guatemala, ‘Guyana, 


Haiti, Honduras, Jamaica, .

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Hurricane Preparation

Don't look now, but. another 
hurricane season is here. The 


1997thurricane season began > 


June 1.and runs for six long 
months. 

Let's hope this year is not 
anything like the last two sea- 
sons. À total of 32 tropical 
storms formed over the last 
two years, with 20 of those 
storms maturing into hurri- 


canes. It was the most active” 


two year period in our history. 
Perhaps more disturbing was 
the increase in major hurri- 
canes in 1995 and 1996. To be 
classified as a major storm, a 
hurricane must have sustained 
winds of at least 111 mph. 
Last year, six major hurri- 
canes met that criteria, just 
one shy of the all time record 
set in 1950. There were a total 
of 11 major hurricanes over the 
last two years. Once again, the 


most in any two year period. 
Many hurricane experts are 
convinced that we are now in a 
period of increased hurricane 
activity. Dr. William Gray, the 
Colorado State University sci- 
entist who predicts seasonal 
hurricane activity, feels that 
this year could be just as active 
as the last two seasons. Gray's 
early season forecast calls for 
11 storms, seven hurricanes 
and three major hurricanes. 
He will update his prediction 
in early June at the Governor's 


Hurricane Conference in 


Tampa. 

Many experts believe that 
our area is long overdue for a 
hurricane. We've had our share 
of close calls over the last two 
years, including Hurricane 
Erin that'hit near Vero Beach 
in August of 1995. And there 
was Hurricane David in 1979. 
But the last time a major 
storm directly hit our area was 
1949. 

So, are you ready for a hurri- 
cane? You can be if you take 
the time:now to plan fopa 
storm. While a hurricane is 
often called the most powerful 
storm on earth, it is also the 
one natural disaster that we 
can all live through. 

Residents of California have 
a few seconds to survive in an 
earthquake. In Okláhoma, 
folks might have a few minutes 
to prepare if a tornado dropped 
out of the sky. Yet, we live in 


Florida, so we literally have 
months to get ready for a hur- 


' ricane. 


At the top of your list should 
be the realization that you &nd 
your family may be on your 
own. If a hurricane hits, it may 
be several days or weeks before 
help arrives. 

So, your home must be pre- 
pared for a storm. After all, it 
is your biggest investment and, 
assuming you don't live in an 
evacuation area, it is the safest 
place to be during the hurri- 


cane. 
The weakest parts of your 
house are your windows. They 


need to be covered by some 
kind of shutter, either commer- 
cial or homemade. One tip: If 
you are using plywood shut- 
ters, buy the wood now, before 
any hurricane forms. 

Basically, you need to come 
up with a hurricane plan for 
your family. Your local office of 
emergency management can 
offer a lot of help. But, the 
time to prepare for a storm is 
now, not when the hurricane is 
24 hours away. 

Preparing for a hurricane is 
like putting on your seat belt 
when heading out to I-95. 


Chances are you won't get into . 


a crash, but if you do, you have 
a much better chance of surviv- 


ing.

Let's ask 
some specific questions and 
hopefully come up with some 
effective solutions to problem 
substances. Do all harmful

gers if products aten't stored in 
their original containers. 
Labels on the original contain- 
er often give first aid informa- 
tion if someone should swallow 
the product. And if products 
are stored in containers like 
drinking glasses or pop bottle 


t or old milk jugs (plastic), chil- 


dren may think it is food and 
swallow it. Are you storing 
harmful products away from 
food? Have you put all poten- 
tially harmful products up 
high and out of reach of chil- 
dren? Locking all cabinets that 
hold dangerous products is the 
best poison prevention. 
Secondly, the bathroom is 
the place where most of us 
tend to. store our miedicatton. 
Did you ever stop to think that 
medicines could poison if used 
improperly? Many children are 


poisoned each year by overdos- 


es of aspirin. aes can poi- 
son, just think of how many 
other poisons might be in your 
medicine cabinet. Even though 
child-resistant caps are not 
fool-proof, and are sometimes 
more difficult for adults to 
open than kids, they still have 
been shown to save the lives of 
children: Have you thrown out 
all out-dated prescriptions? As 
medicines get older, the chemi- 
cals inside them can change. 
So, what was once a good medi- 
cine may now be a dangerous 
poison. Flush ALL old drugs 
down the toilet. Rinse the con- 
tainer well, then discard it. _ 

It is also important to keep 
all prescriptions/medicines in 
their original containers. 
Without the original label and 
container, you can’t be sure of 
what you're taking. After all; 
an ordinary aspirin looks a lot 


like a poisonous roach tablet. If 
your vitamins or vitamin/min- 
eral supplements contain iron, 
are they in child-resistant 
packaging? Most people think 
of vitamins and minerals as 
foods and, therefore, non-toxic, 
but a few iron pills can kill a 
child. 


Finally, the garage or stor- 
age area can be an enticing 
“candy store” for inquisitive 
children who are bored and 
have nothing to do. As a former 
child, I can verify that I spent 
many afternoons rummaging 
around the “old tool shed” pre- 
tending to be a chemist and 
mixing all kinds of fascinating 
concoctions. It’s a miracle that 
I never got hurt. Did you know 
that many things in your 
garage or storage area that can 
be swallowed are terrible poi- 
sons? Death may occur when 


people swallow such everyday 
substances as charcoal lighter, 
paint thinner and remover, 
antifreeze and turpentine. 
Make sure you properly dis- 
pose of old cans of paint and 
other chemicals after their 
effectiveness is lost. Keep all 
harmful products up and out of 
reach in locked cabinets. 

Take a few minutes now and 
look up the number for the 
Poison Control Center and post 
that number near your tele- 
phone. Also remember to give 
all important phone numbers 
to people who will be caring for 
your children or grandchildren 
during the summer. It takes 
'only a few minutes to get pre- 
pared and it may just be the 
key to saving someone's life.

One tip: If 
you are using plywood shut- 
ters, buy the wood now, before 
any hurricane forms. 

Basically, you need to come 
up with a hurricane plan for 
your family.

Even.though 
child-resistant caps are not 
fool-proof, and are sometimes 
more difficult for adults to 
open than kids, they still have 
been shown to save the lives of 
children. Have you thrown out 
all out-dated prescriptions? As 
medicines get older, the chemi- 
cals inside them can change. 
So, what was once a good medi- 
cine may now be a dangerous 
poison. Flush ALL old drugs 
down the toilet. Rinse the con- 
tainer well, then discard it. 

It is also important to keep. 
all prescriptions/medicines in 
their original’ containers. 
Without the original label and 
container, you can't be sure of 
what you're taking. After all, 
an ordinary aspirin looks a lot 


like a poisonous roach tablet. If 
your vitamins or vitamin/min- 
eral supplements contain iron, 
are théy in child-resistant 
packaging? Most people think 
of vitamins and minerals as 
foods and, therefore, non-toxic, 
but a few iron pills can kill a 
child. 

Finally, the garage or stor- 
age area can be an enticing 
*candy store" for inquisitive 
children who are bored and 
have nothing to do. As a former 
child, I can verify that I spent 
many afternoons rummaging 
around the "old tool shed" pre- 
tending to be a chemist and 
mixing all kinds.of fascinating 
concoctions. It's a miracle that 
I never got hurt. Did you know 
that many things in your 
garage or storage area that can 
be swallowed are terrible poi- 
sons? Death may occur when 


people swallow such everyday 
substances as charcoal lighter, 
paint thinner and remover, 
antifreeze and turpentine. 
Make sure you properly dis- 
pose of old cans of paint and 
other chemicals after their 
effectiveness is lost. Keep all 
harmful products up and out of 
reach in locked cabinets. 

Take a few minutes now and 
look up the number for the 
Poison Control Center and post 
that number near your tele- 
phone. Also remember to give 
all important phone numbers 
to people who will be caring for 
your children or grandchildren 
during the summer. It takes 
only a few minutes to get pre- 
pared and it may just be the 
key to saving someone's life.

Expert says eating fish helps the heart 


New research supports other 
studies indicating that eating 
fish is associated, with the 
reduced risk of heart attacks. 
Dr. Martha L. Daviglus, a pre- 
ventative-medicine specialist 
at Northwestern University 
Medical School in Chicago, has 
just published a long-term 
study on the consumption of 
fish and its effects on men who 
eat more than seven ounces of 
fish a week compared to those 


who rarely eat fish. “From this 


study,” Dr. Daviglus stated, 
“we can say that eating small 
amounts of fish, even lean fish, 
is associated with protection 
against heart attacks. The 
good news is that eating small 


amounts of fish -- amounts 
that can easily fit into all peo- 
ple's diets -- makes a differ- 
encé."

School choice benefits students and teachers

The school choice movement is growing. Over 
half the.states now have charter schools in oper- 
ation, serving over 100,000 students. Several 
states, including Wisconsin, Ohio, and Vermont, 
also have successful publicly funded voucher 
programs. Despite surveys that show an 
increasing interest among Floridians for some 
form of school choice, many educators question 
the need for charter schools and vouchers. 
While I can appreciate the views of teachers 
currently in the trenches, as a parent, I have a 
different take on this issue. 

Some. opponents of school choice say parents 
already have several school choice options - pub- 
lic school, private school, and home schooling. 
But many parents do not have those options. If 
a parent wants his child to attend a public 
school in a district other than the one in which 
he lives, he must move. 

Moving itself is a very expensive option, not to 
mention that the family. may not be able to 
afford a home in the desired school district. Pri- 
vate school may not be an option for the very’ 
same reason: Someone who cannot afford to 
move to what he considers à "better" school dis- 
trict also may not be able to afford private 
Schooling. Home schooling is also:out if both 
;parents are working just to make ends meet. So 
for anyone to claim that parents already have 
school choice is a little misleading. 

Another point that those opposed to school’ 
choice make is that charter schools and vouch- 
ers will not improve public sthools but instead 
will destroy them. I ask only that these

One of the strongest opponents of school 
choice is teacher unions. The National Educa- 
tion Association annually passes resolutions 
stating that privatization, tax credits.for-tuition 
to private schools, and voucher plans are “dele- 
terious progtams detrimental to public educa- 
tion and must be eliminated.” Teacher unions in 
other countries actively support school choice. 
Says Sven Kinnander of the National Union of 
Teachers in Sweden, “We have been for the 
choice system...We welcome these (private) 
Schools because they create more than one 
employer for teachers.” Their union leaders 
understand that dual system of education gives 
all teachers more options. ` 

As it currently exists, public education has no 
accountability. True accountability exists only 
when a dissatisfied customer can register his 
discontent by taking his consumer dollars else- 
-where. If McDonald’s fails to satisfy customers, 
they can go to Burger King, or Hardee’s. If 
Albertson's doesn't provide good service, its cus- 
tomers’ can take their dollars to Winn-Dixie or 
Publix instead. It wouldn't take long for McDon- 
ald’s and Albertson's to figure out that they had ` 
better change their ways to remain viable in the 
face of competition.
